Those postal Diplomacy fans whose interest in the game carries over into real life 
have probably followed with close attention the recent negotiations between the United 
States of America and the Chinese People's Republic. Such observations are decidedly un-' 
comfortable , to. people of widely differing viewpoints. The conservative whose views on 
foreign policy are taken from Ephesians 6:12, and the hyper-revolutionary who wants the 
Chinese government to exterminate capitalists in Tanzania rather than houseflies in Sze- 
chuan, are .equally uncomfortable. And they have good reason to be. The last time such 
a state .visit was made between two powers that had been slanging each other in print and 
shooting each other's adherents, a world war broke out ten days later. 

But, unfortunately for the secrecy in which governments delight, the whole game was 
given away. Nor is there any use looking for a fresh batch of Ellsworths and Anders onsj 
the secrets were leaked by the officials themselves. Eugene Victor Debs Rostow, one of 
the principal architects and defenders of Lyndon Johnson's Vietnam policy, told, the whole 
story in the New York Daily News of 5 March 1972. according to News columnist Jerry 
Greenes "The Yale professor, whose views were put in writing months before Nixon's Junket 
to Peking, held that the Russians helped the U. S. and Red China get together for tea and 
fortune cookies by building up the Soviet threat - conventional and nuclear - in Siberia. 
The Communist Chinese, Rostow wrote, were forced 'to turn to the U„ S. as the only power 
on earth that could deter a Soviet attack on China itself.'" 

President Nixon himself endorses this view. On 28 February 1972 his toast at a dinner 
of the Municipal. Revolutionary Committee of Shanghai contained the following words : "We 
join the Chinese people, we the American people, in our dedication to this principle; ■: 
that never again shall foreign domination, foreign occupation, be visited upon this city 
or any part of China." Since the only remotely plausible possible occupier of China is 
the Soviet Union,, this is a flat unqualified pledge that, in any war between China and : 
the Soviet Union,, the United States will enter on China's side. For all practical pur- 
poses, China is now a member of SE.1T0. (New York Times, 28 February 1972) 

James Wechsler may got some laughs by remarking on the plight of the House Internal 
Security Committee (for over 25 years the "Un-American Activities Committee") "with its 
one time luminary just back from Peking and heading for Moscow in May." (New York Post,
